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A NEW NARROW WAY 


T HE Narrow Way in 
Hackney Central is to 
become permanently 
bus free following a 
successful trial. 

The aim is to make the busy 
thoroughfare a pedestrian 
zone and create a safer, 
more welcoming shopping 
environment that will attract 
residents and visitors, and 
support local businesses. The 
pilot scheme, which began last 
June, allowed the Council and 
Transport for London (TfL) to 


test how well pedestrianisation 
would contribute to town centre 
regeneration. 

Traders, shoppers, residents 
and visitors’ views were assessed. 
The trial was found to have had 
a positive impact and funding 
was secured from TfL to develop 
a permanent, full-scale scheme. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, Cabinet 
Member for Neighbourhoods, 
said: “The trial has demonstrated 
how pedestrianisation can 
improve the Narrow Way 
environment for traders, 


shoppers, residents and visitors. 

“This is a major 
transformative scheme for 
Hackney Central to nurture 
a unique and vibrant town 
centre for years to come. We 
are committed to supporting 
local businesses through this 
transformation and engaging 
with all interested parties about 
the future of the town centre.” 

Consultation is due to take 
place on how the Narrow Way 
could be further improved 
through new paving, lighting,

seating, planting, cycle 
provisions, mobility access and 
event space. 

The pedestrianisation is just 
part of major plans to regenerate 
the area including a walkway 
between Hackney Central and 
Hackney Downs stations.

Block on bookies escalates 


d Betting shops suck money out

T HE Council’s 

campaign against 
betting shops 
blighting the 
borough is gaining 
momentum - with 
hundreds of people having 
signed its online petition. 

Last week the Campaign 
for Fairer Gambling 
confirmed bookies target 
deprived communities 
and found their high- 
stakes terminals drained 
£l6.5million from the 
pockets of Hackney 
residents last year. 

Diane Abbott, MP for 
Hackney North and Stoke 
Newington, took to Twitter 
to show her support for 
the Council’s campaign, 
while Meg Hillier, MP 
for Hackney South and 
Shoreditch, also flagged the 


cause to her followers on 
social media. 

This followed the 
Council’s submission to 
Government, under the 
Sustainable Communities 
Act, asking that local 
authorities be given more 
control over when and 
where bookies can open; 
both to promote the variety 
and vibrancy of high streets 
and protect deprived 
communities. 

The submission received 
cross-party support from 
councils across London 
and 35 outside the capital. 


Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, has also written 
directly to Planning 
Minister Nick Boles. 

As well as signing 
the petition, supporters 
can leave their personal 
opinions on the matter. 

Resident Esther Adelman 
said: “There are two betting 
shops within a five-minute 
walk from my flat and I 
think there needs to be a 
massive clampdown on 
them. These premises should 
be used for businesses that 
add something to, rather 
than suck money out of the 


local community and feed 
gambling addictions.” 

Current planning rules 
allow betting shops to 
open in a range of premises 
without councils or residents 
having a meaningful 
say. The Council wants 
bookies be given their own 
planning classification, like 
nightclubs and casinos. This 
would mean residents and 
councillors could have a 
say on every application, 
and its potential impact 
would become a key factor 
on whether a betting shop 
is approved.

iCITY redevelopment approved 
and new name revealed 

THE application to transform the former media centres 
in Queen Elizabeth Olympic Park into a world-leading 
creative and digital business hub has been approved. 
iCITY had its plans approved by the London Legacy 
Development Corporation’s planning committee on 25 
February. The project is set to create 7,500 jobs. 

The company has also revealed the development will be 
named Here East, and will partner with Hackney House, 
the Council’s award-winning alternative trade mission, 
which is heading to Austin, Texas, this month during the 
South By Southwest festival to showcase London’s fast- 
growing creative and digital community. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules Pipe, said: “This approval 
represents a major step towards ensuring an Olympic 
legacy for Hackney that will unlock the full potential 
for regeneration and investment. Here East’s exciting 
proposals will firmly establish Hackney as the UK’s centre 
for innovation in the broadcast, media and tech sectors.” 
With more than one million sq ft of space, Here East will 
offer some of the most advanced digital infrastructure 
in the world, including almost unlimited bandwidth 
connectivity and the highest capacity power. 

Key tenants Loughborough University, Hackney 
Community College and Infinity SDC will move in next 
year, and the project will be fully operational by 201 8. 

BT Sport is already broadcasting live directly from the site 
with a state-of-the-art 80,000 sq ft production hub.

P LANS to preserve 
and restore the 
Dalston Peace 
Carnival Mural 
following damage caused 
by vandalism and exposure 
to the elements, have been 
announced by the Council.

Independent 
experts from 
Hirst 

Conservation 
have 

produced 
a report 
on how to 
restore it and 
reattach the 
render to the 
building. 

They have appointed 
painter Paul Butler to 
assist. He worked with 
Ray on the ‘Battle of 
Cable Street’ mural and 
was recently involved in 
its restoration. 

Anna Walker praised 
his involvement in plans 
to restore the Dalston 
mural. She said: “Paul 


has a unique knowledge 
of the Keim paint process 
and mural renovation 
and repair and is a highly 
talented painter.” 

After repairs to the 
render are complete, the 
mural will be cleaned, 
repainted and protected 
by a coating designed 
to make the removal of 
graffiti easier. 

Cllr Karen Alcock, 
Cabinet Member for 
Property, said: “Dalston 
Peace Carnival Mural is an 
important local landmark, 
which has stood up to the 
test of time pretty well. 

“These works will help 
to extend its life and to 
restore patches of damage 
so that it can be enjoyed 
for years to come. 

“We’re very pleased to 
be able to involve Paul, 
and Hirst Conservation 
who have valuable 
experience of preserving 
and restoring frescos, 
murals and artworks all 
over the UK.” 



Amhurst Rd to be demolished 


MORE demolition work is set to take place at 1 to 5 
Amhurst Road, after the facade of number 5 sustained 
further damage in recent bad weather, which led to it 
becoming structurally dangerous. 

Engineers have confirmed the ground has become too 
soft to hold up the facade, so the owners propose to 
demolish it by hand, in order to retain the original Victorian 
brickwork. Work is expected to begin this month. 

The facade had remained intact following a controlled 
demolition of 1 to 5 Amhun 
Road last November, after 
cracks appeared in the 
walls at number 5. London 
Fire Brigade contacted the 
Council and an inspection 
was carried out, which 
revealed serious structural 
damage to the terrace.

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Council tax freeze

T HE Council has 
agreed a budget 
for 2014/15 that 
will make no cuts 
to frontline services while 
continuing to freeze 
Council Tax for the ninth 
year running. 

This year’s £l.lbillion 
budget covers funding for 
vital services including 
education, crime reduction, 
public health, housing, care 
for children and vulnerable 
adults, parks and green 
spaces, and refuse and 
recycling collections. 

The budget was set 
against a backdrop of 
unprecedented cuts in 
funding from central 
Government of £l00million 
over four years. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, said: “Areas including 
Hackney, which has some 
of the most economically 
deprived residents in the 


country, have received 
disproportionately high 
cuts in grant funding from 
central Government. 

“In order to respond to 
this, we have had to find 
new ways of working 
and new sources of funding 
and income to protect 
the essential services that 
many of our residents 
are reliant upon. 

“We have had to make 
tough decisions and we 
have seen job losses, in 
common with many local 
authorities up and down 
the country, and it is clear 
that we will have to make 
further tough decisions in 


the future. Residents may 
see the impact of this when 
they have to wait a little 
longer for us to resolve 
non-urgent issues, but our 
priority over the coming 
year is to protect the services 
that matter most to them: 
to keep our streets clean, 
keep our parks and libraries 
open and welcoming, 
and to care for the most 
vulnerable members of our 
community.” 

Mayor Pipe made it clear 
that increasing Council 
Tax would not make up for 
the scale of cuts imposed 
on Hackney by central 
Government. 


He said: “I believe that we 
have a responsibility to help 
residents who are struggling 
with rising bills and frozen 
wages. Increasing Council 
Tax at this time would add 
more financial pressure 
to those in need, for little 
benefit to services. 

“Despite collecting 97 
per cent of what is owed 
each year, a two per cent 
rise in Council Tax bills 
would yield only £360,000 
extra, which is dwarfed 
by the £l00million cut in 
Government grant.” 

The budget was passed 
at a meeting of the Full 
Council on 26 February.

Stoke Newington Farmers’ 
Market to move temporarily 

THE popular Stoke Newington Farmers’ Market is to 
move temporarily while West Hackney Recreation Ground 
undergoes a £700,000 spring makeover. 

Work on transforming the park and the area around St 
Paul’s Church starts this month following a successful bid 
by the church and Council for Heritage Lottery Funding. 

The improvements will include new play equipment and 
footpaths, and the creation of wild flower meadows. 

Work will begin in the church car park, home to the 
Saturday farmer’s market, which specialises in organic food 
from small, local sustainable farms and food producers. 
Reverend Niall Weir, Rector of St Paul’s Church, said: “This is 
the culmination of seven years hard work by lots of people in 
the local community. It will bring back to life a green space 
that has been sleeping for far too long as well as allowing 
local people to learn new horticultural skills.” 

The market will continue as usual until 24 March, after 
which it will move to the part of the recreation ground 
nearest Evering Road and High Street, before returning to 
its usual spot on 26 April. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, Cabinet Member for Health Social 
Care and Culture, said: “Stoke Newington Farmers’ Market 
is a vital ingredient in Hackney’s community. Not only is the 
produce of excellent quality, there is also a real connection 
between what you can buy and the people that sell it, with 
each one having reared, grown or made what they sell.” 



Hackney Homes warns 
residents about bogus callers 

HACKNEY Homes is warning residents to be aware of 
bogus callers posing as workmen and repairs staff. 

A number of reports have been received from Council 
tenants who were recently approached by people claiming 
to be carrying out work on behalf of the organisation. 
Residents are encouraged to always check ID cards before 
allowing people into their home. Hackney Homes staff and 
contractors carry identification on all visits. 

Cllr Philip Glanville, Cabinet Member for Hackney Homes 
and Regeneration Estates, said: “The safety of our residents 
is paramount to us. We ask all residents to be cautious 
when opening the door to someone they do not recognise 
and to be aware of callers who try to use distraction 
techniques to encourage tenants to leave their home.”

H ackney has the 

largest expanse 
of green space in 
any inner-London 
borough, and now a further 
£3.4million is being spent to 
make its parks even more of 
a community asset. 

Of the borough’s 57 parks, 
no fewer than 15 have been 
awarded prestigious Green 
Flag status by environmental 
charity Keep Britain Tidy. 
Now this extra investment 
is set to improve these most 
treasured of public amenities 
even further. 

At Hackney 
Marshes, the Counc 
is working with the 
Football Foundation 
and the England anc 
Wales Cricket Board 
(ECB) on a proposed 
new sports pavilion 
and changing room

summer after a successful 
pilot project last year. New 
toilets are also being built 
by the park entrance near 
Broadway Market, due to 
be completed by May. 

At Mabley Green there 
are plans for a new all- 
weather pitch, play area, 
and an edible forest of fruit 
trees, at a cost of £860,000.

line for £700,000 of 
improvements including 
pathway repairs, a new play 
area and park entrances. 
Work is set to be completed 
by the end of this year. 

St Paul’s Church and 
the Council are spending 
£700,000 of Heritage 
Lottery Fund funding on 
West Hackney Recreation 
Ground to improve play 
facilities, planting, paths, 
furniture, signage and 
linking the park with 
the churchyard. Work is 


scheduled to be completed 
this year. 

Tennis facilities at Clissold 
Park are being improved 
with work expected to be 
completed by late summer 
on a new £450,000 
clubhouse. Funded by the 
Lawn Tennis Association 
and the Mayor of London’s 
Fund, the project also 
includes creating new office 
space, an equipment store, 
showers, shop and new 
floodlighting. 

There are £450,000 of 


improvements 
due to be 
carried out at 
Stonebridge 
Gardens by next year. These 
include opening up the main 
central access route and 
improving play facilities for 
older children. 

At Butterfield Green, 
the London Marathon 
Charitable Trust has 
provided £80,000 to 
replace fencing and 
markings in the multi-use 
games area. Floodlights are 
also due to be repaired and 
a new entrance created. 

Shoreditch Park volleyball 
pitch is also due to receive 
£23,000 of improvements, 
this year. A £80,000 
redesign of Kynaston 
Gardens has recently been 
completed, and the park is 
due to open in the spring. 

Work is underway to 


improve an old toilet block 
at Hackney Downs by 
creating a series of mosaics. 
This is a joint project by the 
Council, Hackney’s Drug 
and Alcohol Action Team 
and artist Tessa Hunkin, 
costing £30,000. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “We are lucky 
to have some of the highest- 
quality green spaces in 
London. We all know that 
a high-quality environment 
makes us feel better. We 
have an exciting programme 
of improvements aimed at 
developing and maintaining 
these fantastic spaces.”

The Hackney Live festival ended with a bang 
on an audience-choreographed dance show 


T HE power of dance 
inspired young 
people taking 
part in the final 
instalment of this 
year’s Hackney Live 
streaming event. 

The online showcase of 
music, dance and theatre 
allows the audience to 
interact with performers 
and creative directors in 
real time through social 
media channels including 


Instagram, Vine, YouTube, 
Facebook and Twitter. 

The last in the series of 
live events took place at 
Forest Road Youth Hub in 
Dalston on 25 February. 
Creative Producers from 
East London Dance and 
the Hackney Live digital 
team worked with young 
people online to produce 
‘Dance Unleashed’. 

It featured a mix of 
African, Capoeira and street 
dance moves, reflecting 
Hackney’s many cultural 
influences and was a way for 
the dancers to discuss their 


work and involve others. 

The audience helped 
shape the performance 
by sending in short video 
clips that responded to the 
questions: ‘How does East 
London make you want to 
move?’ and ‘What does your 
East London sound like?’

There was also a freestyle 
dance jam; a performance 
by Avant Garde Dance; and 
a Q&A discussion with 
industry professionals on the 
subject of young people’s 
representation in the media.

“It was a way for our artists 
to have a direct conversation 
with young people and 
showcase talent. Hackney 
is a breeding ground for 


young dancers. 

The Council is 
incredibly supportive 
and to have access to this 
youth hub with the facilities 
here is really valuable. ” 

Dance Unleashed was 
hosted by former ‘America’s 
Next Top Model’ runner- 
up, Annaliese Dayes, who 
grew up in Hackney. She 
said: “This platform is really 
giving young people the 
opportunity to see what the 
dance world is all about.” 

Hackney Live also 
collaborated with Create 
Jobs to give people on Job 
Seeker’s Allowance the 
chance to be part of the 
event production team. 

Gerald Mulcahy, 22, 
took part on a work 
placement. He said: “I had 
no experience working in 


social media 
and to be given 
this opportunity 
to do it at a high standard 
will help me get a job in the 
future.” 

Vanessa Sarpong, 22, 
added: “I wanted to get 
more experience while I’m 
looking for work and this 
has broadened my skills.”

W ITH East 

London home 
to the largest 
concentration 
of artists anywhere in 
Europe, it’s no surprise 
that tucked away in a 
leafy corner of Hackney 
is Turner Prize winner, 
Laure Prouvost. 

The French woman 
said that receiving the 
acclaimed award for 
UK-based artists felt like 
she had been ‘totally 
adopted’ by this country. 

Laure has lived in 
Hackney for seven years 
after trying out different 
parts of North and East 
London. She settled in 
Clapton because ‘there is 
more nature around here’ 
and she has a network of 
friends and artists that tie 
her to the area. 

She says: “I really love 
being here, I love the 
energy in people. Hackney 
is full of people ready to 
make their things. 

“I love the fact that 
there’s no norm really. 
There are so many 
nationalities and I think 
when you go to other parts 
of Europe it’s less mixed 
and I miss that.” 

She reveals that some 
of her favourite places in 
Hackney are the Finch 
cafe and E 5 Bakehouse, 
both under the arches at 
Mentmore Terrace, off 
London Fields, as well as 
local parks and canals. 

Laure’s work primarily 
takes the form of abstract 
multi-media installations, 
conveying complex and 
thoughtful themes - a style 
that has made her a quirky 
and humorous presence on 
the art scene. 

Her output includes 
international solo 


and group 
exhibitions, 
screenings, 
performances, 
residencies, books 
and articles. 

She has received 
numerous 
accolades, 
including the 
principle prize at 
the Oberhausen 
Film Festival for 
two years running, 
in 2010 and 2011, with 
films ‘Monolog’ and ‘The 
Artist’ respectively. 

She also won the 
Max Mara Art Prize 
for Women in 201 1 
with her installation 
‘Farfromwords’, a video 
depicting the simple 
pleasures of swimming 
outside in the heat, 
inspired by trips to Italy. 

It formed part of one of 
Laure’s many installations 
which have been exhibited 
at the Whitechapel Gallery 
in East London. 

Her reflections on 
everyday life are often 
injected with humour and 
fantasy, creating a place 
where fiction and reality 
blur. 

She says: “I film 
wherever I am, so Hackney 
always enters my work. I 
filmed a lot around here. 

I just go round the streets

and capture things.” 

Laure’s extensive back 
catalogue stretches back 
to when she first studied in 
London in the 1990s. 

But it was an installation 
in an East London bakery 
in 2001 that first grabbed 
the media’s attention. 

Her 2013 Turner Prize- 
winning installation 
‘Wantee’ was made in 
response to the artist 
Kurt Schwitters. The 
film describes a fictional 
relationship between 
Prouvost’s grandfather 
and Schwitters. 

The name of the piece 
refers to Schwitters’ 
partner’s habit of asking 
guests if they ‘want tea’. 

It was described by judges 
as ‘outstanding for its 
complex and courageous 
combination of images 
and objects in a deeply 
atmospheric environment’.

Q: I live in a flat on Kingsland Road. We have to 
put our rubbish out on the pavement for it to be 
collected. How can we recycle? 

A: You should put your recycling in green sacks and 
leave it out on the street with other waste. 

Recycling and rubbish are collected from Hackney’s high 
streets twice a day, seven days a week. 

Collections are at set times of the day to help keep 
streets clean and tidy. Only put waste out during the 
collection timebands for your street. For Kingsland Road 
these are 6.45-7.45am and 6-7pm. To find out collection

FOREST Recycling 
Project is giving away 
10,000 litres of reclaimed 
paint to community 
groups and social 
enterprises in Hackney. 

The Free Paint 4 
Hackney initiative - 
which is being sponsored 
by Comic Relief and the 
London Community 
Foundation - aims to 


improve community 
spaces and help those 
with socio-economic 
disadvantages. 

The Hoxton Trust, a 
local charity, has already 
taken advantage of the 
scheme and claimed £200 
of free paint to improve its 
offices in Hoxton Street.

Online network ‘Big 
White Wall’ was launched 
in Hackney on 7 March. 

It offers 24/7 support 
from trained counsellors, 
plus clinical tests, guided 
support programmes, and 
therapeutic aids including 
self-help courses. 

According to the Mental 


Health Foundation, one in 
four people will experience 
a mental health issue at 
some point in their lives, 
and talking about it can 
be difficult. 

One member of the 
Big White Wall online 
community said: “I feel 
that the support given 
is fantastic. You are not 
judged and you can be 


yourself. Most of us are 
very good at hiding our 
feelings. This is the only 
place I have felt comfortable 
in expressing myself.” 

The project is funded 
by the NHS Regional 
Innovation Fund. Staff 
believe it could be especially 
useful for young people, 
new parents, and those who 
self harm, but the service is 


open to everyone aged 16 
and over. 

The Big White Wall 
has already helped over 
14,000 people, including 
thousands from the armed 
forces. It is supported by the 
Ministry of Defence, 
the Department of Health 
and the NHS.

RESIDENTS can find out all the latest facts about 
the health of the borough, following the release of a 
new report. 

The Council’s 201 4 Health and Wellbeing profile is an 
annual update on the make-up of Hackney’s population 
and tracks shifting health trends. 

It identified a steady improvement in childhood 
immunisation, take-up of flu vaccinations, and falling 
rates of tuberculosis. However, smoking rates remain 
significantly higher than the national average, there has 
been a decrease in the number of women being screened 
for breast cancer, and the rate of emergency hospital 
admissions is higher than average. 

The report shows the borough’s population continues to 
grow and now stands at just over 252,000. It also contains 
the latest data on childhood diseases, diabetes, cancer, 
pregnancy, breastfeeding and many other health topics.

Teenage pregnancy rate in Hackney continues to fall steadily 


FEWER young women 
in Hackney are getting 
pregnant before their 
18 th birthday, according 
to new statistics. 

The latest data, 
published by Public 
Health England, reported 
a 6.2 per cent drop in 
the teenage pregnancy 
rate during 2012, which 
follows a 26.4 per cent 
drop the year before. 

Since the national teenage 


pregnancy strategy was 
launched in 2000, the 
under- 18 conception rate 
in Hackney and the City 
has fallen by a total of 
63.8 per cent. 

Cllr Rita Krishna, 
Cabinet Member for 
Children’s Services, said: 
“This is great news. It 
shows that Hackney’s 
young people are taking 
responsibility for their 
own sexual health 


and more and more 
of them are making 
sensible choices about 
contraception. 

“These figures are 
also a credit to the work 
of the many health and 
education professionals, 
volunteers and partners 
in our borough who 
are working together 
to provide first-rate 
information and services 
to help young people get 


the support they need.” 

Hackney’s work to 
reduce teenage pregnancy 
includes supporting 
schools to improve their 
sex and relationships 
education, dedicated 
clinical services for 
teenagers and safer sex 
advice with free condoms 
via pharmacies, youth 
services and clinics. City

Great Storm

T HE terrible weather 
of the past two 
months has been 
compared to 

previous events such as the 
London floods of 1928, 
the North Sea flood of 
1953, and the devastating 
hurricane of 1987. 

But the worst recorded 
storm ever to hit Britain 
was one that grew in force 
for over a week before it 
broke on the night of 26 
November, 1703. Lasting 



from midnight until 6am, 
the Great Storm travelled 
at over 70mph across 
England and Wales before 
heading out to sea towards 
Scandinavia and the Baltic. 

The devastation wreaked 
was horrific. Between 
8,000 and 15,000 people 
were killed, a fifth of the 
Royal Navy’s seamen 


drowned with the loss of 
13 Navy ships, plus more 
from the merchant fleet. 
Thousands of buildings 
were damaged or destroyed, 
millions of trees lost, and 
the Eddystone Lighthouse 
swept away. Queen Anne, 
who sheltered from falling 
chimneys in the cellars of St 
James’s Palace, described it 
as ‘a Calamity so Dreadful 
and Astonishing, that the 
like hath not been Seen or 
Felt, in the Memory of any 
Person Living in this 
Our Kingdom.’ 

Despite the havoc it 
caused, knowledge of the 
storm might have been 
lost had it not been for 
the pioneering work of 
Stoke Newington writer 
Daniel Defoe, who drew 
together personal accounts 
of the devastation from 


all over the country. The 
world-renowned author 
of ‘Robinson Crusoe’ 
published the accounts 
in July 1704 as his first 
full-length work, which 
has been described as the 
first-ever piece of modern 
journalism: ‘The Storm: 
or, a collection of the most 
remarkable casualties and 
disasters which happen’d in 
the late dreadful Tempest 
both by Sea and Land’, 
understandably referred to 
as just ‘The Storm’. 

Defoe drew upon eye- 
witness accounts from 
across the country, gathered 
through advertisements 
placed in national 
newspapers, which he then 
edited for publication. He 
also included information 
on damage caused in other 
countries. Using first-hand 


stories was a ground- 
breaking method of recording 
what had happened, and 
repeated accounts of similarly 
strange damage in different 
places proved that events that 
might have been dismissed as 
fanciful had, in fact, occurred. 
These included the lead from 
church roofs being rolled 
up and blown away by the 
wind, and wooden windmills 
catching fire due to the sails 
spinning out of control and 
causing sparks. 

Defoe included an account 
of his own experiences, 
noting that his house was 
damaged by wind in the 
week before the Great Storm, 
the tiles blown off his roof, 
and his barometer falling 
so low that he thought 
the instrument had been 
damaged by his children 
playing with it, leaving 



him ‘expecting every 

( Moment when the 
House I was in would 
bury us all in its own 
Ruins’. The disaster 
was made worse by 
the new moon, which 
caused an exceptionally 
high tide, bringing 
severe flooding, while 

I the wind changed 
direction and, in some 
cases, felled structures 
that had so far held out. 
When it was finally 
safe to venture out, 
Defoe went down to 
the Thames and found it 
empty of ships: they had all 
been blown downstream 
and lodged in the large bend 
at Limehouse. There he 
found 700 of them crushed 
together in a tangled mass of 
wood and rope. What Defoe 
saw and experienced must 
have contributed to his vivid 
description of the terrible 
storm that shipwrecked 
Robinson Crusoe in his 
novel of 1719. 

Although Defoe’s book 
was written at the dawn 
of the scientific age, he 
still believed the storm 
to be a divine act rather 
than a meteorological 
event. As well as recording 
what happened, it tried to 
understand why God 
would cause such a 
catastrophe. Defoe 
continued to ponder these 
questions in two further 
publications of 1704, ‘The 
Storm, An Essay’ and ‘The 
Lay-Man’s Sermon’. 

Today we understand 
much more about the 
science of meteorology, but 
as recent events have shown, 
extreme weather events can 
still be beyond our abilities 
to predict or control.

Fresh roll with shrimp SST"'"" (3 

Makes 8 


Ingredients 

• 50g rice vermicelli 

• 8 fresh roll wrappers (20cm diameter) 

• 8 large cooked shrimp (peeled, deveined 
and cut in half) 

• 3 tbsp chopped fresh Thai basil (or use 
double the amount of coriander if you 
can’t find Thai basil) 

• 3 tbsp chopped fresh mint leaves 

• 3 tbsp chopped fresh coriander 

• 2 leaves lettuce, chopped 

• 8 Chinese chives or garlic chives 

To serve 

• 4 tsp fish sauce 

• % cup water 

• 2 tbsp fresh lime juice 

• 1 clove garlic, minced 

• 2 tbsp white sugar 

• Vi tsp fish sauce with garlic and chilli 

• 3 tbsp hoisin sauce 

• 1 tsp finely chopped peanuts 

• carrot, shredded 


Method 

• Bring a medium saucepan of water to boil. Boil 
rice vermicelli for 3-5 minutes, or until al 

dente, and drain 

• Fill a large bowl with warm water. Dip one 
wrapper into the water for a second to 
soften. Lay wrapper flat. In adjoining rows 
across the centre, place 2 shrimp halves, a 
handful of vermicelli, basil, mint, coriander and 
lettuce, leaving about 5 centimetres uncovered 
at the top and bottom 

• Lay a strip of chive on top, with a little bit 
sticking outside one edge of the wrapper 

• Fold uncovered sides inward, then tightly roll 
the wrapper, beginning at the end with 

the lettuce. Tuck in the ends. Repeat with the 
remaining ingredients 

• In a small bowl, mix the fish sauce, water, 
lime juice, garlic, sugar and chilli sauce. In 
another small bowl, mix the hoisin sauce, 
peanuts and carrot 

• Serve fresh rolls with the fish sauce and hoisin 
sauce mixtures.

Introduction 


H ackney Council’s budget for 
201 4/1 5, effective from 1 April, 
continues to prioritise frontline 
services that are most important to 
residents. Despite unprecedented cuts 
in funding from central Government, 
of £1 00m over four years, vital 
services including education, crime 
reduction, public health, housing, 
adult and children’s care, parks and 
green spaces, and refuse and recycling 
collections will be protected. 

In order to seta budget the Council has 
had to make the most of efficiency savings, 
changing the way it runs and responds to 
demand. But we have also had to innovate 
and seek out new sources of funding and 
income, to offset the effects of the largest 
cuts ever in local government funding. 

An example of this is the expansion 
of our commercial waste operation, 
competing with private sector companies 
to provide flexible services to businesses 
and residents. This also helps to increase 
the amount of recycling collected from 
businesses, saving more money for local 
taxpayers, and keeping town centres clean 
and tidy. 

Continued investment in our parks 
and green spaces will help to maintain 
the high standards which have seen 1 5 
of them gain Green Flag status, and will 
also be used to support healthy, sporting 
activity. Hackney Marshes has always 
been considered the home of grassroots 
football, but it will also receive improved 
cricket facilities and will become the start 
and end point of Hackney’s first mass 
participation half-marathon this summer, 
with a 1 3.1 mile route taking in many of our 
landmarks and green spaces. 

The Council’s responsibilities for public 
health are supported by a ring-fenced 
grant of £29.8m in the coming year. This 
will allow us to take a flexible approach, 
responding to local needs and leading 
initiatives to reduce adult and childhood 
obesity, encourage people to stop smoking 
and support people with drug and alcohol 
addiction. 

Support for vulnerable members of the 
community continues, with almost £1 08m 


Mayor Jules Pipe said: “Once again, we are in a position 
to be able to set a budget without stopping any of the 
important day to day services, which so many residents 
value. We will continue to prioritise services that protect 
children and vulnerable adults alongside waste collection, 
street-cleaning, parks maintenance and libraries.” 



allocated to support adults and older 
people in 201 4/1 5. The approach we are 
taking to adult social care is to encourage 
and support independent living, helping 
people to make their own choices about 
their care. We have helped to keep 1 ,406 
people from being admitted to hospital 
through preventative measures in the last 
year, helping people to stay healthy and 
independent for longer. 

We are always working closely with 
partners to seek out new funding 
opportunities to benefit the borough. For 
example, Council Tax and general grant 
cannot be used to fund the building of 
new social housing or its maintenance. 
However, the Council has developed 
partnerships and innovative schemes in 
order to continue to redevelop estates 
and build more homes for residents, 
delivering the third largest number of 
homes for social housing in the UK, with 
2,299 built since 2011. We’ve built more 


than 220 council homes for social renting 
and shared ownership in the past few 
years. Together with partners we have 
secured funding and approvals in place 
to build another 2,500 affordable homes 
- half of which are for social renting or 
shared ownership. 

These savings and improvements were 
not achieved through efficiencies alone, 
and we have unfortunately had to reduce 
back office and administrative support. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney, said: “We 
have had to make tough decisions and 
we have seen job losses, in common with 
many local authorities up and down the 
country, and it is clear that we will have 
to make further tough decisions in the 
future. Residents may see the impact of 
this when they have to wait a little longer 
for us to resolve non-urgent issues, but our 
priority over the coming year is to protect 
the services that matter most to people, 
to keep our streets clean, keep our parks 


and libraries open and welcoming, and to 
care for the most vulnerable members of 
our community.” 

This will be the ninth year that Council 
Tax has been frozen in Hackney, and 
Mayor Pipe made it clear that increasing 
Council Tax would not make up for the 
scale of cuts imposed on Hackney by 
central Government, even if increased 
by up to 2 % (the most allowed without 
triggering a costly referendum). Mayor 
Pipe said: “I believe that we have a 
responsibility to help residents who are 
struggling with rising bills and frozen 
wages. Increasing Council Tax at this time 
would add more financial pressure to 
those in need, for little benefit to services. 
Despite collecting 97 % of what is owed 
each year, a 2 % rise in Council Tax bills 
would yield only £360,000 extra which 
is dwarfed by the £1 00m cut in central 
Government grant. 

“It’s clear to me that freezing Council 
Tax this year is the right thing to do, but I 
would be happy to hear your thoughts on 
this or any other matter contained in our 
budget.
